Important Testimony Taken in the Pord

GENERAL NEWS OP THE COUNTY COURTS

Notwithstanding the reverence that
hedges trial by Jury and Its great age as an
institution among people of Germanio ex-
traction, there is more friction in its working
than is found In 8 new locomotive just out
of the shop. The sitting of the grand jury
was provoostive of much comment. When
grand jurors sgent the main part of their
time junketing and managed to prolomg
their sittings for a quarter part of the quar-
ter there was just ground for complaint, es-
pecially as it was often found that some of
them were conversant with certain
cases beore they came before them,
and cases that had never been re
ported in the newspapers, Finally, the ery
for reform became 80 loud that, instead of
turning out six cases s day a late grand
jury ground out 30 a day.

IT BAVED MONEY.

Now this was comforting to taxpayers, as
it saved them about §200 a day, or rather
made the jury earn that much more. Judge
Ewine also seemed to thiok it a salutary de-
parture and exhorted its successor to emau-
Iste it, but as there are few rules withont ex-
ceptions, so the order did not give compleie
“g?ﬁ?nwm' yesterday: *T'd like to

id s Ia y: * e to ex-
press my opinion on the subject, but Judge
Ewing is a bigger man than Iam. I can’t
afford to quarrel withhim. I was interested
in & case in which the grand jorors shonld
have heard much more than they did, but
they cut the hearing short, ssying, ‘Judge
Ewing can’t wait on us.” I hope there will
some time be developed a plan that will give
better results than the presenst. They might
ss well bring the informations into courtand
dismiss them summarily, as is done in the
grand jury room now."

HIT THE BULLSEYI

This lawyer may pot have thought so, but
the fact is that be hit the bull's eye in his
sugeestion that the matier could not be
worsted by the sbolition of the grand jury
as & costly relic of a state of society no longer
existing. A Judge, District Attorney and
12 mer eould do the work more expeditionsly,
cheaply and perfectly in the court itself
thancan 23 men and an Assistant District
Attorney in the grand jury room, and there
wonld bea saving of over a day.

A grest many lasymen and s considerable
number of lawyers feel this way, but, as a
rule, lawyers are not innovators, and they
cannot be depended on to take the initiative
in the way of the reform needed, It is
believed that, had we a properly constituted
force of salaried criminal justices and
committing magistrates, there would be no
pretense of an excuse fora grand jury. A
conscientious and intelligent justice of the
peace never sends a case to court without
good reason, and his judgment on it is just
84 good as that of & grand jury.

ONE EYE AS GOOD AS TWO.

A Pecullar Questlon in Equity Declded You-
terday by Judge White,

Judge White yesterday handed down an
opinion on the question o! law reserved in
the suit of David Humphreys agaiost the
Nutional Benefit Association. The suit
was to recover benefits for the loss of sight.
Humphreys bad but one eye when he was
insured. He lost the sight of that, and
claimed the smount of the policy, $1,000,
for the total loss of sight. The company,
however, refused to pay, as the policy read
for the loss of both eyes, and he had lost
but one since insm and pothing was
specified for the loss of one eye.

Judge White held that there was no pro-
wvision for the loss of one eye,snd they could
not make s contract between the parties,
The jury, bowever, had found that an im
sition was practiced on the plaintiff in in-
ducing him to take $40 when he was virfual-
l¥ entitled to $160 on his certificate—that is,
$5 a week for permanent disability, limited
10 32 weeks. In consequence the Court de-
cided thas he comes within the provision for
the weekly sllowance, and Judge White di-
rected that judgment be en in favor of
Humphreys for $132.

Pecullar Facts Brought Oust In the Ford
Pinte Ginse Company’s Suit,

In the United States Counrt the Ford plate
glass suit was resumed yesterday, Mr, C.
B. McLean, the President of the Masouic

Somo Users Say the Home-Made Freexzing
Article Noeds a Little Salt.

A Philadelphis butsher named Zoll has
been testing the freezing qualities of artifi-
cial ice. In the course of his experiments
Mr, Zoll found that artificial ice raised the
temperature of his reirigerator, and that the
ice cakes frome together and were milky.
Edson Bros., Philadelpbia game dealers,
in speaking of the matter, ug:

“It is possible to produce by artificial ice
as low a tem ture as four degrees above
sero. We have demonstrated and sccom-
plished thatin a general business way for

over a year. The milky ice does not melt

quite as quickly as clear ice, but all that is
necessary to_produce as low a temperature
as the clear is to have a little more ice sur-
face or to use & litcle salt. Iee can be mades
as clear by artificial as by natural means.

WATER ASSESSMENTS,

Increased Work In the Preparation of Lists
of Property Owoership.

The foree of eclerks in the Burean of
Water Assessments are working hard to
complete by June 1, the assessment for 1890,
upon which they have been employed since
the first of April. Sinee that dale they
have eanvassed every house, mill and work-
shop in the city, and are at present em-
ployed in classifying the taxpayers and eal-
culating the assessments for each one. The
worl has been more complicated this year
than ever before in the history of the city,
owing to the vast number of transfers ol
E:peﬂy. there having been & greater num.

Frorexce, CoL., May 21.—Machinery
and oil well supplies have arrived during
the week to the extent of four earloads for
the Rocky Mountain Ol Company, consist-
ing of bollers, engines, casing tubing, cables
and drilling tools, also the iron for s num-
ber of tanks for the uew oil ecompany. Its
first well will be located directly south of
the city, on what is known as the Newcastle
Coal and Minernl Land Company’s proper-
ties, The locality chosen for well No, 1 be-
ing in a direot line of the other good
well there can be but little doubt but
that & good well will be obtaised. The
company has made large purchasesof lum-
ber for rig buliding and for the construe-
tion of temporary buildings, until a re-
finery and permanent office buildings shall
have been selected. Three heavy road
wagons, ons tank wugon and two span of
horses have been procured. General Maoa-
ger Coon, during the past four weeks, has
done a greas deal of preliminary work, but
bas not yet selected & refining site. He has
several locations in wview, and he will con-
sider well the matier belore determining
which one he will seleet, as the convenience
to railroads is a matter of great importance,
and as an abundanee of water is needed in

conducting a refinery, this 1a snother matter
of econsiderable importance toan oil com-

paay.

Tzu organization of the Roocky Mountain
0il Company makes the fourth company ac-
tively engaged in developing the petroleum
field about Florence, two refining plants
are now in opentio:.a‘uvinz a npuit‘f to
treat over 1,500 barrels of erude oil per day.
It is safe to say that before January 1, 1891,
the new refinery will aad at least 1,000 bar-
rels more to their refining facilities.

The oil business at Florence is growing
decidedly interesting, so much so that those
owniog land about the city are placinga
fabulons price upon it. This may work in-
jury to themselves and the town, asall the
companies now doing businesselaim to have
all the territory they want to drill on, but
land must be had for other pu aod if
those owning land continue to bold it at
extortion prices, they may take a good deal
less for it inside of one year.

The drilling of new wells, which started
off briskly at the beginning of this year, is
likely to be kept up until the end of it. The
Florence Oil and Refining Company, also
the United 0il Company, have each re-
cently completed a 35,000-barrel erude tank
in which to store their surplus erude during
the summer season, when less oil is con-
sumed than in winter, and when a rush of
orders come in the fall they will be prepared
to meet them by drawing upon the storage.
The fields and hillsides about Florence are
becoming thickly dotted over with oil der-
ricks and tanks, until the country quite re-
sembles many localities in the Pennsylvanis
fields.
